e Every effort must be made by the fox to insure that all hunters can hear the fox at the 
starting point. 


e The normal time limit will be 3 hours, or 1 hour after the fox has been found by the 
first hunter ,whichever is longer. The fox may extend the hunt at his discretion. 


e The contestant should record the time and mileage when he locates the foxes transmitter. 
e The hidden transmitter does not have to be with the fox. 
e A meeting location after the hunt, if there is one, should be announced at the beginning of the hunt. 


¢ Anominal donation from each car participating in the hunt will be used to buy trophies at the 
end of the 1994 season. These trophies will be awarded to the first, second, and last place finishers. 


e Scoring will be standardized as follows: 

e Every contestant starts with 1000 points 

¢ Minutes used to find fox will be multiplied by 2.5 

« Mileage used to find the fox will be multiplied by 10 


e Time and mileage points will be added together and subtracted from 1000. The result is the score 
for the hunt, and the highest number wins.

Illinois Introduces Scanner Legislation 
- W5YI1 Report 


A bill was introduced on Apnil 12, 1994 into the 
Illinois slate legislature which prohibits the 
possession of a receiver or transceiver capable of 
monitonng or broadcasting police, fire, or other 
municipal radio frequencies unless the device 
operates exclusively on alternaung current power. 
Penalty is a Class B misdemeanor. 


Specifically exempted are peace officers, fire 
officials, municipal employees, agents acting in an 
Official capacity, and the press. But not amateur 
radio operators! (Indiana State law is similar, but 
also exempts hams - carry a copy of your license at 
all tumes!). House Bill 4180 amends the Cnmunal 
Code of 1961 by adding a new Section 31.9. 


This legislation appears to be in direct conflict with 
the September 1993 FCC preempuon (Docket No. 
91-36) that forbids states and municipaliues from 
enacung laws or ordinances ".. that effecuvely 
preclude the possession in vehicles and elsewhere of 
amateur service transceivers by amateur operators 
merely on the basis that the transceivers are capable 
of recepuon on public safety, special emergency, or 
other radio service frequencies, the recepuon of 
which is not prohibited by federal law."

FCC Amends Packet 
Message Forwarding 


In an Apmil 4 press release, the FCC announced that it 
has relaxed the amateur service mules to enable 
contemporary message forwarding systems to operate 
at hundreds of characters per second while retaining 
safeguards to prevent misuse. 


A message forwarding system is a group of amateur 
stauons participating in a voluntary, cooperative, 
interactive arrangement where communications from 
the control operator of an omginating station are 
transmitted to one or more destination stations via 
forwarding stations, which may or may not be 
automatically controlled. 


Currently, the control operator of each station is held 
individually accountable’ for each message 
retransmitted, resulting in unnecessary content review 
and delays. 


The ARRL, in commenting on PR docket 93-85, 
stated that the obligation of the control operator of the 
first forwarding station should be the establishment of 
the identity of the station onginating the message. 
Only when this is not done should these control 
operators be held accountable for improper message 
content. 


Also, there is currently no central supervisory 
authonty in an ad hoc amateur service digital 
network, making these unsupervised systems easy 
targets for misuse by uncooperative operators and 
non-hams. 


Moreover, the commission said that it could be 
difficult to establish after the fact that a particular 
VHF station onginated a fleeting high-speed digital 
transmission. 


For these reasons, the commission said there must be 
on-going oversight of the system and the control 
operators of the first forwarding stations are in the best 
position to provide such oversight. 


Therefore, the commission will hold accountable only 
the licensees of the station originating a message and 
the licensee of the first station forwarding a message in 
a high-speed message forwarding system. 


The licensee of the first forwarding station must either 
Authenticate the identity of the station from which it 
accepts communications on behalf of the system, or 
accept accountability for the content of the message. 


The commission also clanfied that the station that 
receives a communication directly from the originating 
station and introduces it into the message forwarding 
system 1s the first forwarding station. 


The league and the Colorado council of amateur radio 
clubs suggested that the commission substitute the word 
"simultaneously" for "instantaneously" in the 
redefinition of a repeater. The commission concurred 
and adopted this modification. 


The commission believes that these rule changes will 
enable contemporary high-speed message forwarding 
systems to operate as their designers intended, while 
retaining the minimum safeguards necessary to prevent 
mususe. 


The effective date of the rules change has not yet been 
announced. 


"Instant License" Calls 


The National Amateur Radio Association has filed 
comments opposing the FCC's "Instant License" 
proposal that uses the new amateur's initials in a 
temporary callsign. The NARA likes the concept, 
however, and alternatively suggests that VE groups 
be assigned WZ-by-3 letter call signs which they 
would issue to new amateurs with a numencal 
identifier suffix. The VE call letters and numerical 
sutfix would be added to session records sent to the 
VEC who would become the source of temporary call 
sign information.
